The mission 
is part of a larger, decade-long effort 
of Vision Forum Ministries called The 
Faith of Our Fathers Project which is 
dedicated to preserving and proclaiming 
the greatest stories of fatherhood, faith, 
and providence in our God-blessed 
nation’s history. 


Along the way, we have recorded 
hundreds of hours of personal stories 
from the last generation in American 
history with a personal link to the 
Christian pre-modern world. We have 
traveled more than twenty thousand 
miles to ancient battlefields like Iwo 
Jima and Guam on a journey of honor 
dedicated to the proposition that sons 
must ask and fathers must speak the 
testimonies and praises of God. 


The first fruit of this effort is 
the release of the Vision Forum 
documentary, The League of Grateful Sons, 
which tells the story of hope, heroes, 
and generations through stirring tales 
of visionary fatherhood among the men 
who experienced the bloodiest fighting in 
Marine Corps history—the crucial battle 
for the island of Iwo Jima.

It was a sacred experience traveling to 
Iwo, standing on Mt. Suribachi with my 
sons, and listening to scriptures and stories 
shared by men, some of whom have not 
experienced a day in sixty years without 
the haunting memory of the island. 

As the cameras rolled, old warriors 
spoke to multiple generations, pouring out 
their hearts in admonitions to the young

and giving thanks to God. The cry of these 
gray-headed grandfathers was this: 


O God, thou hast taught me from my 
youth: and hitherto have I declared 
thy wondrous works. Now also when 
Tam old and grayheaded, O God, 
forsake me not; until I have shewed 
thy strength unto this generation, and 
thy power to every one that is to come. 
(Psalm 71:7-8) 


Joining our team were men who 
had been young boys when their fathers 
died on Iwo. These sons returned to 
honor their fathers. The remarkable 
story of how their war-distanced 
fathers attempted to disciple them 
through letters, and how those letters 
were used of God to give a lifetime of 
encouragement to the fatherless boys, is 
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THE FAITH of OUR FATHERS 


one of the most compelling sequences in 
The League of Grateful Sons. 


Not long before the battle, one such 
dad, Lt. Col. John Butler, wrote his son 
“Johnny Boy,” urging him to “be the man 
of the house,” to protect women and 
children, and to pray faithfully. 


Sixty years later, “Johnny Boy” 
would declare of his father: “His image 
and deeds always loomed large and 
have been a major influence in my own 
life... . His smiling image was always on 
the mantelpiece over the fireplace in the 
living room of our family home, and my 
mother, who never remarried, and never 
considered another man in her life, spoke 
often of their life together in stories told 
over and over again.” 


On our journey, we met two types 
of people: Those whose fathers gave 
them a legacy of hope by speaking great 
testimonies to their children, and those 
who did not. The difference between 
the two, and the perspective of their 
children, was noticeable. Thank the Lord 
that even many reluctant fathers, now in 
the twilight of their lives, are beginning 
to discover their duties to remember, to 
speak, and to disciple.

Iam deeply burdened by a sense 

of urgency. God has given us an 
opportunity—a moment in time that will 
never come again. Every day, more than a 
thousand World War II veterans die. Soon 
that number will be hundreds. Then there 
will be no more. When they die, they 
take with them the stories of an entire

We live in a time of great 
uncertainty concerning our national 
security. God’s Word has the answer on 
how we may be “well” and live “long 
upon the land.” It declares: “Honour thy 
father and thy mother . . . that it may 
go well with thee, in the land which the 
LORD thy God giveth thee” (Deut. 5:16). 
Paul said this “is the first commandment 
with promise” (Eph. 6:2-3). 

The message of Scripture is this: 
Fathers will teach the next generation, 
or they will lose the next generation. 
Fathers will speak to the next generation 
about the providence of God, or their 
children will be without hope. They will 
cultivate gratitude, or they will produce 
a generation of ingrates. Either fathers 
walk beside sons teaching them to honor, 
or there will be no America to defend. 
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Our own journey to Iwo Jima, and 
our observation of the heroic fathers 
and grateful sons who returned, has left 
an indelible impression in our mind. It 
is this: We must supersede the legacy 
of our fathers. We must not only honor 
them, but we must honor them the right 
way. This means we must remember, 
give thanks, be grateful, and then build 
on the foundation they have given to us. 
We must take what they have given us 
and declare, “Thank you, our fathers, 
and now we press on. We press on as 
a nation. We press on as families. We 
press on as individuals. And we will 
do something with what you have 
given to us.”
